It Democrats Control House. 


If a democratic house should be elected and 
@ revision of the tariff postponed until after 
“Mr. Taft took his seat as president, it would 
be absolutely necessary to agree to some sort 
ef a compromise. The house would hold the 
whip hand. It could not make a tariff of it- 
gelf, but it could prevent the republicans 
making one without democratic consent. 

There would have to be conferences between 

the house and the senate, and it would be 

necessary to resort to constant direct com- 
muncation between Washington and Lin- 
eoln. 

At the same time, the republicans would 
have to bear the ility for anything 
that was done. democrats would claim 
credit for all the good things in the tariff and 
disavow responsibility for all the bad things. 
The republicans want to establish an entirely 
new tariff system. That is to say, they want 
to create in a new law a maximum and mini- 
mum rate on every article in the tariff sched- 
ule. The higher rate will be applied to those 
countries which discriminate against Amer- 
wan manufactures, while the lower duty 
would be fixed where our goods are received 
en the same basis as those from the most 
favored nation. 

For Scientific Reciprocity. 

This is the modern scientific idea of reci- 
procity. The republicans declared for it in 
their platform in the most specific manner. 
The democrats ignored it. It isa thing which 
would have to be fought out in congress by a 
series of compromises, and the result in this 
un in other regards would be extremely un- 
fortunate. 

In the event of the election of a democratic 
house and a republican president, or if the 
democrats win both the presidency and the 
house, or if they win the presidency and 
loge the house, the result will be the same.

In thecity 
court the average cost per judge during the 
last half year was $3,585, while in the Circuit 
it is $3,705, and in the Superior $4,416. Simi- 
larly the city juries cost only $38,880, while 
the Circuit court entailed an expense of 840. 
750, and the Superior court $41,468. The Cir- 
cult court recently has adopted the Municipal 
court method of handling juries, with a con- 
sequent expenditure of $441 less than the 
Superior court. 

On the third point brought forward in sup- 
port of the present occupants of the bench, 
their friends. produce figures to show that 
while civil cases are heard at the rate of 
8.500 a month, the courtsare only one week 
behind their calendar.

The evil is in the delay more than 
anything else. And one of the great dema- 
gogic arguments, for it.is a demagogic ar- 
gument, and I have heard it so often in 
‘jegislatures when a proposition is made to 
have only one appeal in cases involving less 
than $500, is, will you deny to the poor 
the right to obtain. the judgment of the Su- 
preme court of the United States? 


Wealthy Man Can Wait. 


“There never was a more specious argu- 
ment. The wealthy man can afford to wait 
for years for that $500, and can afford to 
carry the case on, but the poor man cannot 
do ft. That $500 he needs and needs it at 
‘once, if he is going to get it, and if not he 
needs to know that at once and not be put 
to the expense of extended counsel fees and 
Appeals. It is better that the case should be 
decided against him than that he should lose 
five or six years and finally win after he 
has paid out the amount in attorheye’ fees

It 
would be a foolish thing to do, because, as 
has been shown, it will be practically impos- 
sible to carry om the Roosevelt policy unless 
it is backed up by a congress solidly-repub- 
lican in both branches. Not only in regard 
to the tariff but in other matters a demo- 
cratic, house could easily embarrass the ad- 
ministration and prevent the carrying on of 
those policies which President Roosevelt 
himself selected Taft to execute. 


Sudden Changes in Personnel. 
Changes in the personnel of the house of 
representatives are often accomplished’ by 
the people in the most surprising manner. 
During Cleveland's administration there were 
two congresses in which the democrats con- 
trolled the house absolutely. Then they 
passed the tariff bill, which precipitated the 
country into severe financial depression. The 
result was @ republican landslide and that 
party -securedepossession of the house by an 
overwhelming majority, leading both the 
democrats and independents by the extraordi- 


ceeded since that time. 

In the fifty-eighth congress the majority 
dropped to thirty-four, sa that a change of 
eighteen seats would have given the demo- 
crate control. Then came ‘the Roosevelt 
landslide and the republicans had-a majority 
of 114. In the next congressional election, 
which shows the present house of representa- 
tives, that majority was cut down. about 
one-half: : 


Faction Fights to Be Adjusted. 
It will be seen from all this that the re- 
publican congregsional committee this year, 
of Which William B. McKinley is to be 
chairman and Charles G. Dawes treasurer, 
will have an extremely important work to 
perform. It will have to go into every one 
of the close districts, at least fifty in num- 
ber, and prevent the democrats getting the 
necessary shift of thirty or more votes. 
There are a4 number of these districts 
where there are nasty /little faction fights 
to be adjugted, and in others the people 
have begun to distrust their representatives 
because of more or less opposition to the re- 
form policies of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. This work will probably de more or 
less independent of the national commit- 
tee, and yet the two bodies will play into 
each-other's hands in every possible way. 
There are districts in Indiana, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Maryland, West Virginia, New 
Jersey, New York, Massachusetts, and other 
states, even including Illinois, which might 
easily be lost by lack at particular atten- 
tion. ‘ 
If the national committee were to devote 
itself entirely to securing the election of 
Taft, that might be achieved by a large 
majority and still the republicans might lose 
the house. In this election more than any 
other for a long while the. purely congres- 
sional campaign will bear watching.

President Reinstates Expelled 
Cadets in Face of Statute. 


ACADEMY MAY STILL PUNISH. 


Evening Post Editorial Points Out 
Effect of Ruling on Discipline.

All of the suspended cadets had been unani- 
mously recommended for dismissal by the 
board of army officers, the president of which 
wae Lieut.“ Col. Robert Lee Howse, com- 
mandant of cadets at West Point... 
Thie latest action of the president, nullify- 
ing as it does the execution of a law that is! 
as explicit in its directions as any on the 
federal statute books, will be, so army officers 
declare. one of the hardeet blowe ever given 
to discipline of the military academy. How 
the president and Secretary of War Wright 
managed to find an excuse to override the 


they admitted. 


In Conference with Wright. 
The action of the president in sending the 
cadets back to West Point for reinstate- 
ment followed a lengthy: conference that he 
had at Oyster Bay with his new secretary of 
war, Gen. Luke E. Wright. The president, 
had previously indicated his approval of the 
action taken by the West Point authorities, 
and it was in a large measure due to the per- 
suasive powers of Gen. Wright that he 
‘changed his mind, it was said. 

The president has directed that these eight 
young men, several of whom pommeled their 
victims in the stomachs and jaws with their 
fists, shall be readmitted to the academy 
and punished according to the disciplinary 
methods of the academy. The disciplinary. 
methods. of the academy, so far as hazing 
is concerned, are fixed by congress, and the 
punishment. congress fixed was duly ap- 
proved of by President Roosevelt. 


Law Explicit in Provisions. 
The law provides not only for the dis- 
missal of those who participated in the has- 
ing, but even those who encouraged or coun- 
tenanced it. Not a word about contione- 
ment for the offense is mentioned in the text 
of that law, and no officer of the government 
from the president down is authorised to 
mitigate the punishmentaniota. Here isthe 
law: 

“The superintendent of the military 
academy shall make such rules, to be ap- 
proved by the secretary of war, as will er- 
fectually prevent hazing, and any cadet 
found guilty of participating in or encourag- 
ing or coufitenancing such prattice shall be 
summarily expelled.’ 


Mills Rule Defines Hazing. 
When President Roosevelt signed thie law, 
Gen. Albert L. Mills, then superintendent of 
the military &cademy, drafted a set of regu- 
lations to govern hazing, covering every 
offense that might be construed as hazing. 
These regulations were sent to Elihu Root, 
then secretary of war, pnd by. Mr. sub- 
mitted to the president. a 
The Mills regulations show that there is 
but one fixed punishment for hazing, no mat- 
ter how great or how trifling the offense. 
“Any cadet found guilty of participating 
in, or encouraging, or countenancing the 
practice of hang, says the regulation, 
‘shall be summarily expelled from the

On one oc- 
casion he admits he stole a large package 
of letters and took them.to the flat of the 
South Side woman, where the letters were 
opened and the money and checks taken 
out. One express money order for $14 he 
cashed in the saloon of Joseph Berdel, 217 
Cottage Grove avenue.

‘CARNEGIE UNIVERSITY’ NAME. 
OF A NEW CHICAGO SCHOOL. 


The Rev. Thomas McConnell, Pastor of 
Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church, 
Talks of Proposed Institution. 


Chicago is to have a Carnegie university. 
It will be an institutional school and will be 
located near the Jefferson Park hospital 
and Training school, if plans now under way 
are carried out. The new institution, which 
will be directly under the supervision of the 
Presbyterian church, it is expected will even- 
tually be endowed by Mr. Carnegie. This 
is the belief of one of its incorporators, the 
Rev. Thomas H. McConnell, pastor of the 
Jefferson Park/Presbyterian church, who is 
a personal friend of the former steel man. 

This friendship for. Mr. Carnegie fs said 
to have influenced Mr. McConnell, who is 
to be the president of the new institution, in 
the .selection of the school's name. The 
other incorporators are Dr. John Dill Rob- 
ertson of the Jefferson Park Presbyterian 
hospital faculty and H. N. Ogden of the Illi- 
nois College of Law. 

The school, it is expected, will be formally 
opened in Septemiber. It will cater to strug- 
ling students who are handicapped finan- 
clally in entering the larger universities. 
The departments will include medicine, phar- 
macy, law, dentistry, and the arts and sci- 
ences. It is planned to incorporate the 
Brooks Preparatory school on West Adams 
street, the Illinois College of Law, and the 
Jefferson Hospital and Training School for 
Nurses. 

It will be distinctly a people's school,“ 
said Mr. McConnell last night. We shall 
seek especially the poorer students who by 
financial circumstances are hindered from 
attending the higher institutions.“

Ruseseliville, Ky., Aug. 1.—Four negroes, 
Virgil, Tom, and Robert Jones and Joe Riley, 
were taken from jall early today and hanged 
to a tree on the 7 ot town. 

No shots were flred by the mob, Which was 
composed of about fifty men. and the people 


of the town knew nothing of the affair until 


daylight revealed the four bodies dangling 
from a tree just outside Rugseliville on the 
Nashville pike. The following note was 
found pinned on one of the bodies: 

Let this be @ warning to you niggers to let 
white people alone or you will go the same 
way. Hugh Rogers better shut up or quit.“ 

The negroes who were lynched were mem- 
bers of a lodge, and at a meeting recently it 
is aaid, they approved of the murder of James 
Cunningham, a white farmer, by his negro 
tenant, Rufus Browder. This murder oo- 
curred in he southern part of Logan county, 
and it is supposed here that the mob was 
made up of men from that part of the county. 

A mob tried to take Browder from the 
jail some nights ago, but failed owing to the

PARIS, Aug. 1.— The determination of the 
government to crush what it terms the in- 
surrectionary movement which broke out at 
Vigneux last Thursday and which contin- 
ues actively in the form of preparations for 
new demonstrations was evidenced today 
when the police visited the offices of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Labor and took into cus- 
tody the other leaders of the revolutionary 
labor party on the charge of inciting to 
disorder and rebellion. 

Bosquet, Yvetot, and Merrheim were ar- 
rested last night. The men apprehended 
today include Pouget, secretary of the offi- 
cial organ of the Federationesof Labor; Grif- 
fuelhes, general secretary of the federation; 
and Maucolin, secretary of the Laborers’ 
union. The raid was witnessed by a great 
crowd, but there was no disorder. 

The call for a new strike on Monday issued 
by the federation last night urges the co- 
operation.of all affiliated trades in order te 
make the demonstration decisive. 

The latest trouble at Vigneux was in con- 
nection with the general strike declared by 
the Federation of Labor as a protest against 
the killing of several workmen by troops at 
Vigneux some weeks ago. 


TO STOP SLAUGHTER OF BIRDS. 


English Parliament Proposes Interna- 
tional Action for Preservation of 


Plumage Species. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—A bill to check the wan- 
ton slaughter of plumage birds was intro- 
duced in the house of lords May 12 by Lord 
Avebury (Sir John Lubbock), and passed its 
second reading one week later. It was then 
referred to a select committee for recom- 
mendation as to the best. method of carrying 
out the desired object. This committee re- 
ported today in favor of the bill, and x- 
pressed the belief it would not only be of gen- 
eral advantage but would render more ef- 
fective the legislation adopted in the United 
States, India, and Australia to the same end. 
The committee urges the government to en- 
deavor to secure international action in this 
direction. 


PEACE CONGRESS ENDS WORK. 


Resolution Adopted Advocating Gen- 
eral Iducation to Inculcate Op- 
position to War. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—The seventeneth unſver- 
sal peace congress, which has been in séssion 
in this city during the last week, came to 
an end today. The final discussions related 
to education for the furtherance of peace 
and for the protection of private shipping in 
time of war. Resolutions were adopted ad vo- 
cating an international governmental con- 
gress on education with the object of inform- 
ing teachers regarding the best methods of 
inculeating a love of peace in their students, 
and in favor of the exemption of private 
property from capture at sta.

The truck and fruit 
crop has been exceedingly good, and the corn 
crop will exceed in acreage and yield that 
of the last season. 

Oklahoma shows a corn acreage of 5,000,000 
and the yield is estimated at 150,000,000 
bushels. The cotton crop is estimated at 850,- 
000 to 1,000,000 bales., the oat crop will be 
28 per cent above last year, and the two 
alfalfa crops have been satisfactory. 

The Michigan Farmer reports hay. crop put 
away in fine condition, and the condition of 
growing crops is 90 or above in practically 
every ease. 

The National Fruit Grower of St. Joseph, 
Mich., which is the fruit authority, reports 
as follows: 

“The principal crops among our readers, 
of course, are apples, peaches, pears, and 
grapes. At-the present time the apple crop 
looks like about 55 to 57 per tent of a crop, 
against 44 in 1907. Peaches 65 to 69, as 
against 85 in 1907, pear crop about the same 
figures ag peaches, grapes show up about 
86 to 87 per cent, as against 84 in 1907. The 
general conditions are prosperous, there be- 
ing, of course, some localities where special 
conditions have arisen that have been hurt- 
ful. but take the country throughout there is 
no doubt that fruit growers are in a pros- 
perous condition.“ 


Montana and Coast Optimistic. 


Montana reports they have the start for 
record creps, wheat being at least 50 per cent 
above the average. The same tale is brought 
from the Pacific coast, Where all the.states 
say the general run of agricultural products 
will bring in thousands of dollars more than 
they did last year. 

In New Engiand the hay harvest was a fine 
growth.

Seven events cut of a total of eleven—the 
100 yard dash, the quarter mile run, the half 
mile run, the hurdle race, the high jump, the 
four mile run, and the hammer throwing— 


were won by the Americans, leaving to the 


home team the 220 yard dash, the mile run, 
the weight putting, and the running leng 
jump. 8 

The Americans were easy winners in most 
of the events in which they competed. No 
records were broken except the Irish hammer 
throw. This is now held by Lee J. Talbott, 
Irish-American A. C., with 168 feet 2½ inches. 


Two Events Are Close. 

The really close contests were the 220 yard 
‘Gash, which Cloughen, Irish-American A. C., 
lost by a few inches aftera sharp struggle, 
and the four mile run, which was won by 
George V. Bonhag, Irish-American A. C., 
for America, after a fine race by half a yard. 

With the exception of John J. Flanagan, 
Irish- American A. C., all the members of the 
American team participated in the games. 


The visitors were given an enthusiastic wel- 


come by 10,000 spectators, among whom were 
Richard Croker, Miss Croker, and Mrs. Bow- 
man. The medals were presented by Miss 
Croker amid a Scene of great enthusiasm.

Another benefit that is to be had from an 
October date is at that time of the year the 
roads in this section are at their best, while 
the weather is so settled there is little chance 
of trouble in that direction. 

This decided, the contest committee now 
will go ahead in ite hunt for entries. When 
it postponed the reliability from last June it 
had in hand eight nominations, which was 
considered good for a starter: but now the 
indications point to an entry much larger 
than the one of last November, when thirty- 
five care took part in the three dayw’ double 
century grind. Those that had entered for 
the June test have stuck and as a nucleus 
the club now has the entries of two Pierce 
Arrows, two Hayneses, a Studebaker, Na- 
tional, Halladay, and Knox. 


Two Other Events Carded. 

Between now and October, however, the 
Motor club has two other events to pull off, 
the demountable rim test over the Elgin- 
Aurora course next Thursday and the hill 
climb at Algonquin a week from next Fri- 
day. Not much has been done with the de- 
mountable rim test, owing to the absence 
from the city of Chairman David Beecroft 
of the technical board, which has the affair in 
hand. He will return home today and im- 
mediately the technical board will get busy.

year paid $24,000,000 cold cash to tat- 
isfy customers for freight loss and 
damages. 

According to an expert this is an in- 
crease of 500 per cent over the losses of 
ten years ago. Whether this is an increase 
in payments for losses or whether loss and 
damages to freights have increased in this 
proportion is a question which cannot be 
decided from the statement. But at least 
the immensity of the sum serves to indicate 
how the railroad company, over almost any 
other employer of men, stands responsible 
for the shortcomings and mistakes of the 
average man in its employ. 

Not only are these tremendous billes charge- 


re of the United States last 


able against the companies, but it long has 


been recognized at competing points that 
the road which is prompt in the settlement 
of ite claims has the preference at the hands 
of shippers. In this way the road is de- 
tween two fires compelling it to consider 
the claims for damages.

It becomes an economical problem when an 
automobile worth §2,500, and paying 88 
freight charges, ia loaded at a freight sta- 
tion by hurried men, who must get through 
the day's work somehow, and shipped fifty 
miles with other machinery or merchandise. 
is shunted to a depot platform and unloaded 
by the same class of help, and there discoy- 
ered to be damaged $500 worth because of 
faulty loading or careless dumping from the 
car. It is worse when the damage is so irre- 
parable that the consignee will not receive it. 

But every day in the conduct of a great rail- 
road similar damages are done because of a 
lack of Judgment and care on the part of men 
who hold the destiny of such freight In their 
hands. One piece of freight may represent 
a value double the salary of the man for a 
year. But there is no check on him save as he 
will study the printed rules of the company 
regarding the handling of freight and put 
these rules into practice. Otherwise the claim 
department has a case for settlement on its 
hands. . 

Perhaps no other business requires such a 
volume of printed rules for the conduct of ita 
business as does the railroad. In the matter 
of its freights it must depend upon an aver- 


ing, for a cent, flow freely tnto his pocket. 

The soda water stand in the congested die- 
triots of the other half atones for many 
of the ills in the life of the people in these 
districts.

Lose 10 Per Cent of Revenue. 

In one year the Northwestern railroad out 
of Chicago audited 58,146 claims for dam- 
ages and lose of freight along ita lines, pay- 
ing a total of $330,611.04 in restitution. This 
was almost 10 per cent upon the freight rev- 
enues of the road for that year. Hurried. 
slipshod methods of freight handling were 
responsible for most of this loss. 

One of the most fruitful sources of claims 
against a railroad is that which comes of 
the agent accepting the word of the shipper 
that he has 4 certain number of packages on 
the platform for shipment to a certain point. 
The agent is supposed to check over these 
packages before issuing his receipt. He 


yet ventured to cross the threshold of the 
aristocratic ice cream parlor, treats hig girl 
friend at the soda fountain.

As in the case of a car of corn 
shipped from Missouri Valley to Manitowoc, 
the agent took the word of the shipper and 
billed the corn clean to its destination, 
When the car arrived there was not a grain 
of corn in it, due to the error of the man 
charged with loading it.

“ People here drink much soda water, first 
because the many stands suggest it and cre-

kind of water here. By the time the water 
reaches the kitchen sink on the fourth floor 


street, a thing which they do at least part 
ofthe night. They hate to go to their homes 
anch certainly would not go there for the sake 
of a drink.

Sev- 
eral girls own their own farms, and others 
plan to buy farms together when they have

When Mr. McClellan was about 
the. age. of Napoleon Newlywed his father 
was: commanding general of the United 
States army during the troublous times of 
the civil war. One day the rebellious con- 
federacy turned loose upon the ships of war 
of Uncle Sam à terror in the form of the 
Merrimac, the first ironclad war vessel. 

The Merrimac.steamed into the midst of a 
northern fleet off Fortrees Montoe one day 
and before the battle was over had sent to 
the bottom the wooden ship Cumberisad, 
with all her guns and men. The news reached 
Weshington on a Sunday morning and the 
officer in command of the telegraph station 
went in person to Gen. McClellan's ate to 
inform him. 

Mrs. McClellan met him at the door with 
the infant George in her arms and when the 
officer, colonel in the signal corps, told her 
the nature of his tidings she thrust the child, 
now presiding genius of the destinies of New 
York, into his arms and rushed to arouse her 
husband. President Lincoln entered the 
house at that moment and it is said that in 
the presence of Baby McClellan he for the 
only time during the war lost control of his 
temper.

How It Should Be Done. 

A waist or any other garment should al- 
ways be put on for its first and every fitting 
as it is to be worn, and never wrong side out. 
When a waist is basted and ready for a fit- 
ting, the under arm and shoulder séams are 
rather wide, and to prevent any changing or 
puckering while fitting, after the waist has 
been put on, the seams everywhere, with the 


exception of the darts, should be turned to- 


wards the front and the darts toward the 
back. There should be traced lines marking 
the middle of the fronts and u margin of 
about two inches of cloth Is allowed beyond 
this, also a short line at right angles to the 
front line, about three or four inches below 
the neck line, and the line itself need be only 
a couple of inches long. 

This cross or chest line and the waist line 
are the starting points in pinning up a waist. 
Hold the two edges of the fronts together, 
and pin through the traced lines, first at the 
chest, and then at the waist lines, then pin 

together in between these points. Before 
making any alterations look the waist over 
and see that it is on straight, and run the 
hands over it a little to help adjust it to the 
figure. 

The darts, or rather the outside one, has 
been made too wide at the waist if there is 
too much fullness over the bust, and the 
change must first be made there, instead of 
at the under arm seam; after this the under 
arm seam on the front will have to be 
changed. A fault must always be remedied 
where it Hes, and not by changing another 
place.

recently has indulged in reminiscences of 
her illustrious acquaintance. It seems that 
Poe worked on The Raven for ten years, 
and owing to certain slight imperfections 
never attached much weight to his great bal- 
lad. But being in need of money he hurriedly 
finished it and offered it to Graham’ s Maga- 
zine. 

Mr. Graham declined it so far os his per- 
sonal tastes were concerned, but called ina 
number of the office clerks and other em- 
ployés and said he would abide by their de- 
cision if Poe would read his verses, 

The men agreed with Mr. Graham, but 
they collected $150 by subscription which 
was given to Poe's sick wife, for whom he 
had no money to buy medicine. 

In 1845 the poem finally was published and, 
to the astonishment of its author, brought 
him to the highest rank of American literary 
fame. Poe told Mrs. Weiss that he madea 
study of his poems, line by line, and word by 
word, and revised and corrected them until 
they were as perfect as possible. He had 
worked on The Raven more than ten 
years, altering and omitting and even 
changing the generzl plan. 
idea had been a short poem based upon 
the incident of an owl, a night bird, the bird 
of wisdom entering the window of the vault 
where he sat beside the bier of his lost 
Lenore. Then he changed the owl for the 
raven for the sake of the Nevermore.“ 
But he did not obliterate all traces of the 
owl. For example, the raven, although not 

a night bird, was attracted by the lighted 
pa a and perched upon “the bust of 

Pallas, which would have been 6 far more 
appropriate act in the case of the owl, 
Minerva’s own bird. 

Poe sat at Mrs. Weiss’ parlor tahle and en- 
joyed a basket of grapes while discussing 
his methods and The Raven,“ and then 
asked her to help him with the „ knotty 
points and tangles which I never had been 
able to overcome, as the poet explained.

“T remember when I began to be a young woman,” 
said Mrs. George M. Pullman, reminiscently.

I was married at about the age when the 
girls of today are thinking of making their social 
début.” The picture printed herewith of Mrs. Pullman 
was taken in the period of her début-wedding, and al- 
though she could think of no specific celebration of the 
former, she remembered that she participated tn a great 
deal which had a significance to it during those forma- 
tive years. 

The début is of all ages and all climes. as Mrs. 
Pullman and every one else will tell you. But in Mrs. 
Pullman's day the hilarity was subdued, and there was 
sadness in it—a sadness which did not cling about the 
romance or concern itself with the Iinevitableness of 
time and change which made young women out of the 
girls. Mrs. Pullman was a young woman in war, time, 
and the girls of that age celebrated the mattrity of 
their years by coming together and sewing bandages, 
which were sent immediately to the front. They gave 
bazaars and made crosses and flowers out of- wax to 
sell, just as we today sell imported poodles and gold 
snuff boxes for the destitute homes. There were n 
too, for no young woman ever attained her happy 
woniantood without them, but they were not the 
care free, joyous occasions of today. The war 
hung heavily over every festivity of those hours. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer Quickly Introduced, 


Although Mrs. Pullman can easily remember Mrs. 
Potter Palmer's young womanhood, she can scarcely 
think of any particular festivities connected even with 
the beginning of that career which has become so rich 
in social triumphs. She remembers her as a beautiful 
girl with curls, who participated but little in the go- 
clety of the day, was married early, and set up the 
big establishment for herself on the Lake Shore drive.

away with these things, so far as the father is con- 
cerned. 

For the girl, however, such a marriage means the 
cutting off from all the joys of life, from the pleas- 
ures to which girlhood is entitled. These prospective 
child wives are kept by their mothers busy making 
wedding dresses for themselves at a time when the 
average American girl has still three grades left in 
the public school. Their aged husbands are soon 
beyond the work limit, and if they still are able to 
find work they don’t care to work. The burden of 
supporting the family then falls upon the young 
wife, and it is to the sweatshop or similar industries 
which pay little for long hours of work that they 
turn to earn their livelihood. 

“Child marriages in Chicago today,” said W. I. 
Bodine, superintendent of comptlsory education, do 
not begin to compare in number with those five or 
six years ago. In fact, we don't know of any cases 
of child marriages today. Where child “marriages 
exist in Chicago it is only in cases of children who 
dame to this country and were married soon after 
without going to school, and where the parents per- 
jured themselves in stating the age of the child when 
procuring a license. 

“There was a time when child marriages flour- 
ished in Chicago. In 1902 and 1963 1 rounded up 
$01 such cases of child marriages. In almost every 
one of these cases the wife, who should have been in 
school, had been married to a man much older than 
she. In many cases when our officers went to get the 
child to enter school they found her busy on her own 
wedding trousseau.

Licenses Are Obtained Through Perjury. 

“Today child marriage is a dificult, if not im- 
possible, thing in Illinois, unless the parents are 
willing to perjure themselves in making an affidavit 
as to the age of the child. But even that is not 
easy. We have a system whereby we can ten the 
exact age of every girl through her school and age 
certificate. We know when she enters school, the 
age at which she enters, how léng she staid there, 
and when she left.“ 

But. the fundamental obstacle to child marriages 


A girl before the age of 16 costs her parents 
She has to dress deceritly and 
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in Dilinois today is the amended marriage law—amend- 
ed chiefly through the activity of Superintendent 
Bodme and the compulsory education department— 
which forbids the merriage of a girl, and sets the 
legal age of marriage at 18. The new law likewise 
makes it impossible for any man to get a license 
for anybody else. It has also put an end to the 
system whereby strangers, at the request of the 
couple, came in and posed as parents and gave their 
consent—a thing which was very common in the 
paimy days of child marriages in Chicago. 
+ & 
Exist Despite the Law's Restrictions. 

In spite of these restrictions, however child mar- 

riages exist in Chicago today. Courts do not know 


of them, but ‘the neighbors of the district and, still. 


Detter, the fellow. countrymen or townspeople of the 
couple know it. The legal difficuities frequently are 
overcome by false téstimony as to the age of the 
child. Then, too, the girl, who has but recently come 
from the old country, can be made to look older 
than she really is. She never had the childish amusé- 
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ments which the American girl has. Her face is more 
or less somber and with the least bit of Ring 
of the hair or putting on a long dress the girl can be 
made to appear 17 yeurs old when in reality she is 
not yet -14. 

A typical case not only of child marriage but 
where a child was sold to a husband was found in 
one of the foreign colonies on the northwest side. 
The mother, a Polish woman of 45, virtualiy sold a 
daughter of 15 in marriage to a man who was the 
mother’s own age, The price she obtained for the girl 
was small. It merely consisted in the man taking 
the girl away from the mother and thus freeing the 
mother from the burden of feeding, clothing, and 
keeping her daughter.

Probation Officer Denounces the Mother. 
A pfobation officer who had considerable to do 


with that case was merciless in her denunciation of) 
the mother and of numerous other mothers who” 


are anxious to marry off their girls at a time when 
they should be in school. 
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“The chief trouble in many of these districts,” 
the probation officer said. consists in the fact that 
the value of the girl is her earning power. The min- 
ute a girl becomes 14 years old the parents are 
anxious to have her support herself. A girl of 14, 
however, can hardly do it. She cannot earn in a 
factory enough to support her. Where the’ girl is 
big she lies about her age, passes for 16 years, and 
works all day. But where the girl cannot deny her 


. age and has to work only eight hours a day she can 


hardly earn her own living. Even when they work 
all day many of the girls cannot make both ends 
meet with their own earnings, and marriage seems 
to be the only way out. 

“Many of the marriages which are made here are 
astounding. A girl will come over from Europe to- 
day and within ten days she will be Mrs. So and So. 
Her husband is a total stranger to her. They have 
never seen each other before. They marry because 
it is convenient. Nor is this only true of girls. I 
know a certain young woman, who Was a widow, and 
who married a man after she had known him only 
two days. The reason for her marrying him is that 
he will make a living for her—~at least help to make 
a living. 
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Prosecution Pleased, the Halian Government. 

But there are other cases of bargaining in daugh- 
ters, cases where the father gets for his daughter 
more than merely the fact that she {s taken off his 
mind, so to speak. Many an immigrant who works 
in a gang on a railroad will promise his daughter to 
his neighbor who is single, provided that neighbor will 
pay her way to America. Sometimes, too, the father 
of a beautiful girl will gain for her not only the 
girl's: own passage but will make his Prospective 
son-in-law pay for the passage of half the family. 

Perhaps the best example of this bargaining in 
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girls by their parents is the case which was discov- 


ered and prosecuted by Superintendent Bodine some 
years ago, and for the prosecution of which Mr. Bo- 
dine was thanked by the Italian government. 

An Italian immigrant worked on a section with a 
gang of other Italian laborers. One day he received 
a picture of his daughter, a girl of 13, who was still 
in Italy. The girl was beautiful and the father was 
naturally proud of her. While eating his seant lunch 
under the open sKy one day the father took out the 
picture, which he always kept with him, and showed 
it to his fellow workers. One of hem, a man almost 
as old as himself, fell in love with the girl and of- 
fered to pay her passage to America, The father 
agreed to it and the girl was brought to Chicago. 
They at once began to prepare for the wedding, and 
part of the plan consisted in fixing the Italian pass- 
port in which the age of the girl was given as 16 
years. They had almost carried their plans to 4a 


successful end, when Mr. Bodine got hold of the case 


and the whole thing went up in: the air. 

According to the superintendent ‘of compulsory edu- 
cation men of 60 have in some instances been try- 
ing to marry girls of 14, and apparently met with no 
objection from the girl's parents. It was only through 
the efforts of the compulsory education department 
that such things have been speedily checked.

No Child Marriages Among jews. 

According to Supt. Bodine chila marriages have at 
one time or another existed among nearly all national- 
ities in the foreign districts, The Italians and Sictlians 
have always furnished the largest number of child mar- 
riages. The Jewish race, on the other hand, the super- 
intendent declared, is entirely exempt from child mar- 
riages. . 

“In all the years I have deen engaged in compulsory 
education work,“ Mr. Bodine Said, *I have not found 
any child marriage cases among Jews. They certainly 
know how to take care of their girls. Whether it is the 
home and family life, religion, or tradition, I don't 
know. But I know that the Jews are not incinded in 
the list of those nationalities which furnish child mar- 
riages.”’ b 
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HICAGO society has taken up farcy 
work.

All of them took their fancy 
work with them and told entertainingiy of the work they 
intended to do. Mrs. Pullman crochets and knits and 
does English eyelet embroidery. 

Some of the towels she has embroidered have been 
so admired that all her friends are talking about her 
beautiful work. Mrs. Pullman gives them away as: fast 
as they are finished, and the demand of her friends 
keeps her busy. 

Mrs. Graeme Stewart does beautiful fancy knitting 
and crocheting, as well as fine English and French 
embroidery, and is one of the few women that boast 
of a case made especially to hold her various needles 
and hooks.

On 
the one side a staid respectability in business that in- 
vites the shopper af both sexes and all ages; an the 
other side for almast twe squares af this greatest of 
the downtown thoroughfares 3 strident, blaring line af 


cheap amusement places and saloons which must in- 


vite the shopper across the way to keep e¥es. Moslem: 
like, to the east. Wedsed between these, especialy 
south of Van Buren street, are the entrange doorways 
to questionable hotels, the oceasional winerqom resort, 
and the half dozen wide fronts of museums ot anat- 
omy” which must offend every passing eye not schooled 
to sights characteristic of the levee.

Worse by Day than Red Light District. 
Chicago's red Nght district itgelf might not offend 
as does this encroaching gateway built in State street. 


The red light pales with the rising sun and is not ssen 


until dark. Here this State street entranceway wakes 
early ta the orchestrion, the barker, and the flotsam 
of humanity which is attracted to it, and goes to bed 
hours after all but the silent watchMen in the great 
places of business on the other side are gone.

Outcast Boys Hunting Like Wolves. 

Boys who can't be anywhere else are there, bare- 
headed, berefeoted, tousled, and begrimed with the 
dirt of the streets, hounded carefully enough by 
every t@nant in the street. They are the small hu- 
man otteasts,of this gateway to the levee, hunting 
in Small packs for diversion, for stubs of cigarets 


‘and the fruit offal of the stands that finds its way 
tg the gutters. They have no nickels for the moving 


pietures, no pennies for the penny arcades—nothing. 
Hunting and hunted, unsmiling and hard of face, 
they are the small wolves haunting dens of wolfisa- 
ness, 

Jn many of these byways leading back into dark 
bufldings on this west side of shopping State street 
the venturesome stranger. and citizen alike well may 
have a care. There are low saloons and gambling 
dens where law is scoffed and where lawlessness is 
the rule of life in this underworld. “ Barrel house” 
whisky at ö cents a drink long has stood to the ini- 
tiated as an indication of the tone of a neighborhood. 
And barrels of it may be found in dark barrooms and 
basement resorts. ‘ 

Three great hogsheads filled with packed china- 


ware stood on the curbstone in the hot sun the other 
Gay, and a grayhaired man, filled with this barrel 


whisky. wedged himself between twe of the hogs- 
heads and leaned forward on his face to sleep. 48 
he slept he sprawled forward until the brim of his 
old derby hat, pressed against the hogshead heading, 
guddenly pitched off and rolled into a puddle of 
water in the gutter. :

Returning, he picked up the old brown derby, shook 
the mud and water from it, and laid it again as a 
covering for the shock of white hair.

By midafternagn these summer days, when the 
shadow of the buildings has crept over the hot 
pavements on this levee side of State street, one may 
hear occasionally the sharp clicking of exaggerated 
French heels in eontrast with so much of the shuf- 
fling grind of loafing footsteps. From the windows 
of great stores on the other side of the street the 
shopper may look down on scenes now and then that 
prompt him to turn aside.

At a corner of State and Congress streets is a 
building that stands in a grim expression of these 
anomalies of a levee encroachjng upon a shopping 
district.

Its store front on the street level presents the 
blinded front of a saloon. There are saloons of sey- 
eral degrees in the district; this one may not be af the 
worst; but it hardly would be assuring to the 
stranger who may have done his drinking at the beat, 

Qn the second floor above the saloon is a typical 
“doctor's” establishmient such as blots all the dig: 
trict. The kront of the bypilding at the second story 
flames with the gilt aunguncements of “special dite 
eases of men which are this firm's specialties. 

And on the top floor of this corger building waves 
the k ef the United States, annowncing 4 recryiting 
station for the United States army! 

What a commentary it all is! From the crowded 
heterogwehneougness of the street, milling with levee 
types and curious visitors who may venture into the 
swarms, this first move of the patential recruit is

the harem of the shah of Persia, has had 
a strenuous and excitihg time for the 
last few months. Escaping from the 
harem in Teheran, she made her way 
across the mountains and deserts of the 
country northeast of that town until she 
reached Astrabad. From there she proceeded to the 


coast of the Caspian sea, where she took a boat to 


Astrakhan, in Russia. 

Mlle. Leturin is a beauty, and beauty ie worth 
money in Persia. She has dark brown eyes and is 
slender and graceful. When she was but 16 years old 
er mother decided it was time to realize on that 
beauty and sold the young girl to a trader. 

The little Varvara, therefore, opened her baby eyes 
upon an unfriendly world when first she saw the light 
of day. But as she grew older and began to show 
signs of great beauty her parents nudged each other 
and sad: Ah, the little Varvara: she is like money 
in the bank.

King Edward is ca to repair an injus- 
tice to which the navy has always been sub- 
jected in connettion with the ancient order of 
the bath. Even the most cursory glance at 
its roster will reveal the fact that military 
men predominate over naval officérs in the 
order to the extent of some 80 per cent, and 
on the official celebration of Edward VII.’s 
birthday last month there were no less than 
thirty-five military officers who received 
the cross of companion of the order of the 
bath and not a single naval officer. 

The reason for this is be found, not in 
the statutes of the order, but in the naval 
regulations, which provide that no officer 
shall be admitted to the naval division of the 
order of the bath unless his services have 
been marked by the especial mention of his 
name in dispatches as having distinguished 
himself by his valor and conduct in action 
against the enemy, in command of a ship 
of war, or ‘of our troops, or at the head of 
a military department. 

Now, since the bombardment of Alexandria 
in 1882, there has been no opportunity for 
officers of King Edward's navy to win dis- 
tinction in the face of the enemy at sea. 
True, England has been involved in an al- 
most continuous succession of great and 
small wars during the last quarter of a 
century. but none of them was such as to 
call for any fighting at sea, and the only 


opportunity which naval officers have had 


of securing admission to the order of the 
bath has been by services on land, such as, 
for instance, those performed by Admiral 
Bir Percy Scott and Admiral Sir Hedworth 
Lambton when they toook so conzpicuous a 
part in the defense of Ladysmith against 
the Boers. 

The army regulations are much less 
stringent with regard to the order of the 
bath, and do not stipulate service before 
the enemy. And now it has been decided by 
the king to place the navy on the same
